All  schools  in  Sandwich  and  Quimby  have  been 
visited  regularly. 

One  pupil  has  been  fitted  with  glasses  and  treated 
in  Laconia  by  Dr.  Hernandez.  Also  a  tonsilectomy  was 
made  possible  by  the  generosity  of  the  Red  Cross.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  super- 
intendent of  schools. 

Sandwich  schools  are  going  well.  The  old  saying, 
"Hitch  your  wagon  to  a  star,"  has  lately  been  changed 
to  "Hitch  your  wagon  to  the  next  job  in  hand."  Do- 
ing that  job  as  well  as  you  can  is  what  brings  com- 
petence, character  and  happiness.  Schools  are  aim- 
ing to  fashion  character  as  well  as  intelligence,  and 
earnest,  untiring  effort  on  the  part  of  pupils  is  essen- 
tial. Parents  and  teachers  should  co-operate  to  bring 
about  the  best  results.  Education  today  is  looking  at 
the  side  of  service,  asking  how  young  people  can  be- 
come helpful  in  the  community.  The  great  world  need 
at  present  is  for  real,  intelligent  unselfishness  among 
nations  and  individuals.  In  the  country  at  large,  it  is 
said  that  half  the  parents  of  pupils  now  in  high  school 
had,  themselves,  no  high  school  education.  Thus  par- 
ents are  pushing  their  children  up  to  greater  accom- 
plishment. Boys  and  girls  should  appreciate  this  and 
give  their  best  efforts  in  school  work. 

I  wish  every  child  could  have  educational  activities 
in  the  home  to  correlate  with  school  work,  such  as 
writing  friendly  letters,  keeping  the  family  budget 
account,  measuring  the  wood-pile  and  keeping  the 
family  gasoline  bill.  Children  do  not  have  opportuni- 
ties to  apply  the  knowledge  gained  at  school.  The 
Quimby  School  offers  such  opportunities  in  a  special 
way  through  the  required  home  projects  in  agricul- 
ture and  home  economics.  Sandwich  is  fortunate  to 
have  such  a  school  under  the  charge  of  Headmaster 
Harold  F.  Presby  who  comes  well  recommended  and 
who  has  made  a  good  start. 

The  elementary  schools  are  under  the  care  of  the 
same  teachers  as  last  year  and  good  results  are  being 
accomplished.  Several  of  the  schools  have  been  broken 
by  epidemics,  but  care  has  been  exercised  by  the  nurse 
in  determning  exclusions.  Such  epidemics  occur  in  all 
school  systems  from  time  to  time. 

Health  Work 

The  school  nurse's  work  is  under  the  care  of  Miss 
Eva  M.  Nelson,  R.N.,  who  brings  to  the  schools  a 
wealth  of  experience  and  training.  Miss  Nelson  saw 
service  in  the  World  War  under  very  different  circum- 
stances and  has  had  long  experience  since  in  school 
work.  Pupils  have  been  examined  and  defects  checked. 
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Emphasis  has  been  given  this  year  to  the  correction 
of  dental  troubles.    Miss  Nelson's  report  is  appended. 

Repairs  and  Equipment 

The  school  board  very  wisely  looks  after  the  up- 
keep of  school  property.  During  the  past  year  two 
chimneys  have  been  rebuilt,  underpinnings  repaired, 
a  new  entrance  hall  has  been  constructed  at  Lower 
Corner  and  the  halls  painted  at  the  Center  School. 
Minor  repairs  and  cleaning  have  been  checked.  Two 
sanitary  sinks  have  been  installed  with  help  of  the 
schools  and  maps  provided  in  two  schools. 

Visual  Education 

The  work  with  motion  pictures  has  been  continued 
with  public  exhibitions  in  the  Town  Hall  and  special 
instructional  reels  in  the  schools.  Among  the  pictures 
shown  were  "Robinson  Crusoe,"  "George  Washington, 
His  Life  and  Times,"  "Safety,"  "Overland  to  Cali- 
fornia" and  "The  Arid  Southwest."  This  work  seems 
to  be  helpful  and  interesting  to  the  pupils. 

State  Aid 

The  school  board  has  wisely  approved  the  plan  of 
accepting  state  aid  for  the  Sandwich  schools.  This  is 
especially  commendable  in  view  of  the  fact  that,  in  the 
near  future,  Sandwich  valuation  will  be  noticeably  re- 
duced. 

Statistics 

Last  June  we  graduated  a  class  of  nine  from  the 
eighth  gradei:  Sylbert  Ainger,  Vidja  Burrows,  Del- 
phine  Campbell,  Pauline  Elliott,  Marguerite  Jackson, 
Mary  Knox,  Edna  Nudd,  Kenneth  Smith  and  Arnold 
Robinson,  all  but  one  of  whom  entered  high  school. 

For  the  year  ending  June  30,  1936,  we  had  an  aver- 
age attendance  of  115.4,  an  average  membership  of 
120.6  and  a  percent  of  attendance  of  95.7.  This  is 
encouraging,  as  it  is  a  gain  of  nearly  two  points  over 
the  preceding  year.  Schools  having  an  attendance  of 
95%  or  over  during  the  last  year  are  as  follows:
